This  recently  introduced  raspberry  has  proved  to  have  surpassed  all  other  purple  varieties  as  the 
standard  of  its  class. 

The  Black  varieties  have  always  been  more  widely  grown  throughout  the  country,  than  any  other  kind 
of  raspberry  because  of  the  firmness  of  the  fruit  for  shipment. 

As  hardiness  of  plant,  flavor,  firmness  and  yield  of  crop  is  the  issue  sought  in  any  variety  of  berry — we 
have  found  it  combined  in  the  Royal  Purple,  which  at  once  places  it  at  the  top  over  all  purples. 

It  is  a wonderfully  vigorous  plant  grower  of  tall  strong  canes  (often  standing  to  seven  or  eight  feet) 
which  by  the  way  are  almost  thornless— a most  desirable  feature.  The  new  canes  are  pea  green  color, 
turning  to  mahogany  brown  when  the  wood  has  ripened. 

When  pruned  the  canes  produce  an  abundance  of  laterals,  which  explains  how  it  is  possible  for  the 
immense  crop  of  berries  produced.

The  berries  resemble  in  size  and  shape  the  black 
any  other  purple  variety,  the  berrieb  of  the  Royal  Purple,  never 
thoroughly  ripe  when  picked. 

The  Royal  Purple  Raspberry  was  found  in  Indiana  and  tried  out  by  a veteran  Nurseryman,  who  claims 
that  the  original  plant  bore  thirteen  successive  crops,  never  missing  a season,  though  during  some  winters 
the  mercury  recorded  35  degrees  below  zero. 

Those  who  have  been  fruiting  Royal  Purple  for  the  past  two  seasons  have  found  it  to  meet  the  claims 
made  for  it.  It  begins  ripening  berries  about  the  same  time  as  the  Columbian  but  continues  to  bear  berries 
for  a much  longer  period. 

Unlike  all  other  purple  raspberries  is  the  fact  that  the  berries  are  more  inclined  to  be  in  clusters  at  the 
end  of  the  laterals  -though  each  berry  is  borne  independent  on  a separate  stem  — in  other  words  the  laterals 
are  thickly  covered  with  fruit  stems,  each  stem  bearing  a berry— these  stems  become  more  abundant  as  the 
end  of  the  lateral  is  approached,  filling  out  at  the  end  in  a cluster.
